TRAIN PATROL 


Navy's Shore Patrol and Army's Military 
Police Are Part of Wartime Travel Scene 


LICK of the railway coach door as the Southern Pacific Chal. 

Jenger streaked through the moonlit night signaled the entry 
of two uniformed members of the familiar and friendly train 
patrof coming through the cars on a routine trip. 

Circling their left acms were the blue-and-yellow and blue-and- 
white brassards designating them as members of the Navy's Shore 
Pairel (SPs) and the Army's Military Police (MPs). 

It is a Jong train of 15 coaches, of 800 people; military person- 
nel, civilians, wives, babies; it is a typical ali-coach wartime train, 
and wartime travel is arduous. Yet the whole trip is passing 
without incident, to the credit of the whole traveling throng. 

Everybody who rides the trains behind the deep-breathing, hard- 
working warring Iron Horses these days—and statistics show that

Navy Shore Patrol 

‘The Navy Shore Patrol on trains was authorized by the Bureau 
of Naval Personnel Aug. 19, 1942, to serve with the Military 
Police in joint operation. Pacific Coast operations started in Dec., 
1942, The District Shore Patrol is commanded by Comdr. How- 
ard M. McKinley, USNR. The train patrol is a unit of the Dis- 
trict Shore Patrol. 

Lieut, J. D. O'Dell, USNR, was transferred from the Twelfth 
District Public Relations Office to organize and take command of 
the District Train Patrol. Lieut. O'Dell served as coordinator of 
the patrols in the four Western districts—9, 11, 12 and 13. 

Chief Petty Officer W. K. Milligan is the chief dispatcher of 
the District Train Detail, with offices in San Francisco. He is 2 
former lieutenant of police in Ogden. On his trips out on line, 
to points like Ogden, he'll confer with Supt. L. P. Hopkins or 
Asst, Supt. T. J. Foley of Southern Pacific on matters referring to 
operation of the train patrols. 

The fwelfth Naval District Train Patrol operates on trains 
from San Francisco to Portland, connecting with the Thirteenth 
which operates to Seattle, Spokane and eastward. The Twelfth 
also patrols south on the Coast to Los Angeles, while the Eleventh 
patrols north up the San Joaquin Valley to Oakland. The Twelfth 
patrols oa the Santa Fe to Gallup, N.M. The Eleventh also 
patrols from Los Angeles to El Paso, as well as from Los Angeles 
to Denver, The Twelfth patrols east to Salt Lake City and Denver 
on the Western Pacific and Denver & Rio Grande railroads, as 
well as east to Cheyenne on the Southern Pacific and Union Pa- 
cific, Ninth district patrols west to Cheyenne-Denver. 

Many of the members of the Twelfth District Patrol are mature 
peace officers, with many years of experience behind them; but 
they come from all walks of life. Better than a third of the men 
had previous service in World War 1. 


Military Police 


Military Police have been riding trains since the Spring of 1942. 
Each Commanding General of the nine Service Commands is re- 
sponsible for the Train Guards in his territory. The Ninth Ser- 
vice Command, because of its vast size, is divided into four Se- 
curity Districts, Each Security District Commander is responsible 
for the Train Guards under his jurisdiction. This work is han- 
dled through the Provost Marshals. The Train Guards riding the 


Challenger trains are members of the Central Security District, 
San Francisco, commanded by Colonel Harrie S. Mueller. 
Lt. Colone! Charles Steele is the Provost Marshal for the Central .- 
Security District and under him is Ist Lt. Jerold P. Boardmati;; 
who commands the Train Guard Detachment. The men of this de-~ ¢ 
tachment ride 33 trains daily, from Los Angeles to Portland, San 
Francisco to Green River, Wyoming, and Oakland to Barstow, 
California, totaling almost 600,000 miles each month. The men: « 
are specially picked and trained for their duties. Emphasis is 
placed on protecting the service men and seeing that they arrive 
at their destinations. So efficient is the work of the Shore 
Patrol and Military Police, and so well behaved are the service 
men, that instances of misconduct are negligible. 

The War Department places considerable emphasis on the im- 
portance of Train Guard Work. The whole program is under 
the Provost Marshal General, Washington, D. C. The Provost 
Marshal General's office maintains a number of commissioned 
officers who tide trains all over the United States and report on 
the condition of trains and the performance of duty by the Train 
Guards of the various Service Commands. Captain John E. 
Rogers is the Officer in Charge of the Lieutenant Inspectors who 
are operating within the Ninth Service Command. 


Cooperation 


The MPs and SPs work closely with the train crews. At busy 
Oukland Pier, astic with wartime hordes, and at every other point 
along the line where eager crowds wait, they check the luggage- 
Jaden military personnel aboard the trains. They go through the 
train with the conductor and while he picks up the railroad tickets, 
they check the leave or furlough papers of the uniformed travelers 
at the same time; so that in teamplay they cause the least amount

of disturbance for everybody. They sometimes go ahead of the 
conductor and awaken any sleeping service men. The train patrols 
have jurisdiction over all service personnel (except members of 
the Merchant Marine), regardless of rank. 

You'll find them in the subways—subways burgeoning with 
uniformed travelers pouring off the trains at key stops, like 
Ogden—checking for the occasional chap who may not be cor- 
rectly attired for appearance in public; seeing that no tie is askew. 
You'll hear them say, “Soldier, your blouse is unbuttoned,” or 
“Sailor, where is your headpiece?’ You'll hear no loud com- 
mands or abusive language. 

Back on the trains, the SPs and MPs check the military for a 
count of the men traveling in groups under orders. They then 
notify the stewards (in this case M. D. Boice, David Carvalho 
and L. C. Allen), and arrange for these men to be fed first. They 
take their places at the entrance to the diners and help direct 
“traffic” so everybody “won't be eating with both feet in their 
mush,” as one SP put it. 

They'll be awake at 2 a. m. to help some group of service men 
get off at the lonely desert spot, or perhaps to help another 
Broup aboard; and they'll go through the jampacked cars finding 
seats for the new arrivals, awakening someone who is sprawled 
across two seats or has taken up extra space with an impro- 
vised bed made of suitcases and seabags. 

In the quiet between midnight and dawn they occasionally

cover their “beat,” traversing the aisles amid a strange cacoph- 
ony of snores pitched in varied keys, the incessant hissing of 
steam, the shrill whistles of trains that thunder past in the other- 
wise desert stillness, the whooping cries of one of the 18 babies 
aboard, They step gingerly through the semidarkened cars past 
the slumbering human masses—face to face with the come-to-life 
“statistics” that account for the record wartime travel—past pro- 
truding arms and legs that fashion strange patterns; past heads 
occasionally buried in antimacassars to shut off the dim light; 
glancing now and again at seabags or barracks bags perched 
precariously ia weighted racks overhead; bulging bags that to 
the half-squinting, half-asleep eye of slumbering soldier or sailor 
might look as terrifying as a block-busting bomb. 


Ogden Stopover 


Ogden is a rest point for the SPs, to break their trip to 
Cheyenne, which is the end of their run. At Ogden they report 


“ to Capt. Jos. P. Filkas, Provost Marshal for City of Ogden and 


vicinity and former member of the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment,’ who directs the activity of a staff of Military Police. 
Capt. Filkas will be found at the busy Ogden depot or at his office 
nearby, where he. can be of quick assistance in handling any prob- 
jem called to his.attention by the train details. 

Green River, Wyoming, is the end of the ran for the MPs 
where they report to Capt. Gus B, Ridge, a World War I veteran, 
with 30 years’ service in the Army. Capt. Ridge and several MP 
clerks have the responsibility of checking in and out the MPs 
from the different railroads converging at Green River. 

Of the Shore Patrol and the Military Police, folks in a position 
to judge say things like this: “They have done a very exceptional 
job,” reports popular Supt. L. P. Hopkins of Salt Lake Division 
of Southern Pacific, “They are very helpful," says Terminal 
Supt, R. E. Edens of Ogden Union Depot. “We appreciate their 
cooperation which has been very heipful in the dining cars,” de- 
clares I. R. Robertoy, inspector, dining cars, Southern Pacific. 
“They mean much to the train crews,” reports Conductor J. A. 
Lafferty, Oaktand. 

As the Victory Trains roar into the night, through the flickering 
shafts of light of the Sierra snowsheds or across the vast expanse 
of the moonlit Great Sait Lake, give a thought to the members 
of the Shore Patrol and the Military Police who, with train crews, 
are easing the travel problems in warcrowded railway cars of uni- 
formed and civilian folks alike. 
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Sheffield corporation. All the machining 
and assembling on the Sheffield cars was 
done at Sacramento SP shops under gen- 
eral direction of H. C. Venter, shop 
supt. On the Kaiser cars, SP did the ma- 
chining of end frames and some of the 
bearing stands. 

A hot metal car consists of two heavy- 
duty six-wheel trucks carrying huge 
bearings and electrical turning machin- 
ery, between which is suspended a gi- 
gantic “thermos jug” resembling a con- 
crete mixer. Interior of this receptacle 
is lined with firebrick to insulate the 
destructive heat of the molten metal 
from the working parts of the car. The 
metal poured directly from the blast 
furnace into the top opening of this 
receptacle will remain molten for 24 
hours or Jonger. 

One hundred fifty or 160 tons of 
molten iron can be transported in one 
of these cars a considerable distance to 
the open hearth furnace, where the 
electrical turning machinery tips the 
receptacle and releases accurately meas-

HOT METAL CARS 


Southern Pacific Builds Them at Sacramento Shops 
To Aid War Production Needs of Steel Industry 


P shops at Sacramento recently came 

to the rescue of the West's new steel 
mills by helping build six cars for carry- 
ing molten metal. 

Owner of the patent on these cars, the 
M. H. Treadwell Comr ay, Inc, of 
New York, was so swamped with con- 
struction jobs for the military forces 
that it was unable to build enough “hot 
metal cars” to supply the war-swollea 
needs of the steel industry, The Shef- 
field Steel Corporation at Houston, 
Texas, and the Iron and Steel Division 
of the Kaiser Company, Inc., at Fontana, 
California, were especially anxious for 
delivery of such cars, because their new 
mills were practically crippled without 
these modern facilities for moving metal 
fram the furnaces. 

A call for help was sent out to the 
railroads, SP responded, just as it did 
fast year when Hency Kaiser asked the 
SP shops to machine the tremendous 
steel rolls used in the bending presses

that now shape steel plates for Liberty 
ships at the Kaiser shipyards in Oregon. 
Machining of these rolls was described 
in the Bulletin of September, 1942. 
Although the Sacramento shops had 
never before attempted to build a hot 
metal car, and most of the workers had 
never seen one, tools were quickly ad- 
justed to handle the rough castings sup- 
plied by the Columbia Steel Company at 
Pittsburg, California. Now SP shops 
point with pride to the fact that, they 
have delivered three of the 150-ton cars 
to the Kaiser steel milts already this year, 
and in the next few weeks will deliver 
the third 160-ton car ordered by the 


ured quantities of the load to be made 


into steel for war machines. Older and 
slower process was to pour the molten 
metal from the blast furnace into forms 
where it cooled into “pigs” that later 
were transported to the open hearth fur- 
nace and re-melted to make steel. 


Operating Results 


Fo the ten months ended October 
31, 1943, Railway Operating Reve- 
nues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to $493,855,691, or 
$117,147,929 more than the revenues 
for the same period of 1942; a 31% 
increase.

724 for other taxes, totaled $112,992,- 
781, of $52,164,053 more than such 
accruals for the first ten months of last 
year. After deducting taxes and $20,- 
158,296 of net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities, there was left 
Net Railway Operating Income of $71,- 
318,674, or $6,832,082 less than the net 
failway operating income for the same 
period of 1942.

You of the Home Front, with the vested re- 
sponsibility which you have carried out so loyally—the uninterrupted 
flow of weapons and materials from our war plants to the American troops 
at the fighting fronts—bave given us the greatest Christmas Gift toward 
the mutual accomplishment of our united endeavors: Victory over our 
enemies and the creation. of a durable peace. Since we are all part of this 
massive force aiming toward the accomplishment of what we consider the 
liberties of life, we are on this festive occasion not celebrating in the man- 
net we'd prefer; but all our hopes and strivings are toward that early date 
when all families re-assemble about the table and revel at our conquest 
over the Spirit of Force. Then we may re-begin our more normal existence, 
commence to rebuild where we left off, and visualize the construction of our 


future security in World Peace.”

Conserve Critical Resources 

HE U. S. government is sponsoring 

a broad program to save such crit- 
ical resources as manpower, materials, 
equipment and fuels through conserva- 
tion of coal, petroleum products, elec- 
tricity, gas, water, communications and 
transportation, 

The program calls for voluntary ac- 
tion by the public and industry to make 
important savings in the domestic and 
commercial use of these resources, Here 
are ways you and your friends can help: 

To save fuels, (a) heat-seal the home 
by insulating walls and ceilings, instal- 
ling weather stripping; (b) keep fur- 
nace in efficient condition; (c) avoid 
overheating or heating of unused rooms. 

To save electricity, turn off lights, 
fans, radios and other electrical appli- 
ances when not needed, 

To save water, repair leaky faucets 
and other plumbing fixtures; do not 
sprinkle fawn and garden more than 
necessary. . 

To save communications, don't make 
unnecessary long distance calls; limit 
conversation to five minutes during ex- 
tra busy periods; avoid calling between 
7 and 10 p. m. when members of armed 
forces are usually free to phone. 

To save transportation, don't travel 
unless essential; spend holidays and 
weekends at home.

Outstanding example of how a dif. 
ficult job can be made easier and safer 
at the same time is the new scrap tipple 
opposite the roundhowe, which is ilus- 
trated on this page. Before the new 
tipple was designed and constructed, 
the scrap metal and other scrap was 
gathered in a two-wheeled cart, which 
was pushed up a ramp by four or more 
mer until they reached a Jevel with the 
top of the waiting gondola car, into 
which the cart was emptied. Several 
men suffered injuries loading scrap into 
gondolas by this method. 

Suggestion for a mechanical tipple to 
lift the scrap and dump it into the car 
under the control of a single man was 
first made by R. E. McCue, afternoon 
roundhouse foreman. G. M. Cagley, 
general foreman, worked out the de- 
sign. Gus Carlson, pipe foreman, did 
the actual building. Before being put 
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into use the tipple was approved by 
A. A. Lowe, safety supervisor, and by 
O. B. Schoenky, superintendent of mo- 
tive power. 

At the bottom of the tipple a large 
metal drum sits in the ground. Scrap 
can be dumped, shoveled or even swept 
into it. The operator throws an air 
valve connected to a motor which oper- 
ates the cable hoist, pulling the metal 
container to the top of the arrangement, 
where it is automatically tippled, and 
while so doing shuts off the air valve, 
thereby eliminating the need of the 
operator controlling the air during the 
time the container is being unloaded. 

Foremen Cagley and Carlson also have 
other inventions to their credit in the 
Bakersfield shops. Of interest in the way 
of safcty devices is an attachment on the 
shop Iathes whereby the mounting of 
the driving pulleys is hinged in such a 
manner that a simple adjustment loos- 
ens the driving belts for easy changing 
of speeds. This was Cagley’s idea. 

Carlson some years ago developed a 
portable heater, used in heating rivets 
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as well as other metal. In addition to 
reducing an injury hazard, this inven- 
tion permitted the heating of the metal 
or rivets at the location at which the 
job was being performed, thereby reduc- 
ing the time of repairs to locomotives. 

Several outstanding suggestions were 
made throughout the Pacific Lines dur- 
ing the past month to add to the fast 
growing list. Among those whose ideas 
have recently been put into practice are 
A. L. Pixley, freight agent, Phoenix, 
whose suggestion for utilization of west- 
bound empty reefers resulted in making 
available about 100 box-cars a month in 
Arizona for other loading. Tucumeari 
Yardman Jack D. Robberson’s idea of 
putting angle cocks on head end of 
switch engines has facilitated cutting of 
hoses between engine and next car. 

At LA Shops, Sheet Metal Worker J. 
Trustedt, Asst. Foreman Carl Schmid 
and Genl. Foreman Ralph Lushinsky 
worked out a method of manufacturing 
spring pad Jubricators that saves 40% 
labor, 8% material; while Machinist 
Ralph Chamberlain suggested, and Fore- 
man A. E, Johnson designed, a special 
boring device that reduces to one hour 
an operation that formerly took four. 

Frank Colnar, Roseville Store helper, 
suggested a ramp for conveying brick 
from hox-car to brick house, resulting 
in four men unloading car in the time 
that used to require eight. A suggestion 
by Conductor B. Stockham, Salt Lake 
Div., that signs be placed at inside en- 
trance of passenger cars to keep pas- 
sengers from standing in entrance or 
opening trap doors was adopted and is 
proving effective.

WHEN THE IRON HORSE WAS YOUNG 


Lyon Pony Express Museum Recaptures and Preserves the 
Colorful and Romantic Atmosphere of Early-Day Railroads 


Ou front on the short twin pieces 
of narrow-gauge track at the unique 
Lyon Pony Express Museum at Santa 
Anita, Arcadia, California, where West- 
ern history unfolds in exciting display, 
stands an intriguing little train of two 
yellow wooden cars and plucky little 
engine up ahead. 

Trains hold no end of fascination for 
folks and the little yellow train is no 
exception. Gone is the hiss of steam, 
spinning wheels, and friendly red glow 
of fire box. It might have been doomed 
to the Ionely haunts of some engine 
house where fond eyes could not fall 
upon it. But today it lives and helps 
tell part of the thrilling story of changes 
in transportation wrought by time. 

Excitedly visitors clamber aboard the 
little yellow cars; climb in and out of 
the cab of silent little Old No. 7; test 
the bell and, startled, find it still rings. 

In one of the cars is a sign, noting: 
“The two cats on this train formerly 
were owned by the Central Pacific RR.” 
Across their length is lettered, “W. 
Parker Lyon Natrow Gauge R.R.” The 
cars bear the letters “C.P.R.R.,” and the 
numbers “1” and “2”, Beside the yel- 
low exteriors, the cars have green doors, 
black and green trim, and red wheels, 
The cars up to some few years ago were 
last used on the Keeler-to-Benton, Calif., 
branch of Southern Pacific. 

Old No. 7 was acquired just a few 
years ago after last seeing service in 
Nevada. It Has ‘Eureka Nevada” em- 
blazoned on the tender. The once ornate 


little engine bears the characteristic gay- 
coloring of older locomotives: red 
wheels, green rods, brown cab, yellow 
trim; big red headlight. 

But while the eyes of the railroader 
may fancy only the adventurous little 
cars, the museum itself, going back in 


time before the coming of the Iron 
Horse, presents over one million his- 
torical objects: old gold scales, mining 
machinery, Indian relics, stage coaches, 
old depots, express offices, covered wag- 
ons, and the like vying for interest in 
a thrilling tale of the Old West. 

The $1,000,000 collection represents 
the unique and constructive hobby of 
W. Parker Lyon, Sr., now 78, who mure 
than 30 years ago set out to preserve 
priceless reminders of the development 
of the West and pursued his fascinating 
hobby in 50 abandoned mining towns of 
early California and Nevada. Mr. Lyon 
has had a long and distinguished career 
as successful businessman, sheriff, and 
former mayor of Fresr.o, and has done 
the West a service in gathering the rare 
collection. In pointing with pride to his 


colfection, Mr. Lyon also acknowledges 
the assistance of other collectors, particu- 
larly Albert Dressler.of San Francisco. 

The museum was established as a 
hobby by Mr. Lyon in Pasadena in 1922, 
and quickly outgrew his home, so that 
seven or eight years ago it was moved 
to Arcadia, W. Parker Lyon, Jr, van 
and storage company executive, and Mrs. 
Mildred Edgar, son and daughter of 
Lyon, are owners of the museum, and 
Lyon, Sr. is manager. 

But now back to the little train. Just 
a step from the long, sharp-pointed, 
wooden cowcatcher stands a sign, which 
reads: “Through the courtesy of the 
Southern Pacific Co., the academic use 
of the pioneer narrow-gauge train is 
made available to the pupils of schools 
of Southern California.” On the engine,

Suggesting one peril of travel of an- 
other day, passengers are boldly in- 
formed by still another sign: “Warning: 
Passengers are hereby warned against 
playing games of chance with strangers 
or betting on three card monte, strap or 
other games. You will surely be robbed 
if you do.” 

School children of nearby Los Angeles 
in studying Western development turn 
the museum into a classroom; adults by 
the thousands visit the place, viewing 
the old Concord stages, old Wells-Fargo 
Express office, old stores from mining 
towns, old printing office, and the like; 
and from neighboring Camp Santa Anita 
come thousands of fighting men for a 
glimpse into the past. 

Youngsters delight to play about the 
old engine; some assuming the role of 
“bandits” with toy pistols, and others 
that of brave engine crews. Youngsters 
and oldsters alike get a thril§ out of 
pulling the throttle and ringing the bell. 

As visitors browse in the little yellow 
cars, letting the mind have full play in 
wandering back to the West's colorful 
past, somebody with a timely sense for 
the dramatic drops a nickle in an ancient 
automatic player piano across the “‘fron- 
tier” street. There comes the gay tink- 
ling tones of the piano intermingled 
with the suggested laughter of mecrymak- 
ing miners, and, if you listened maybe 
you heard the snort of the old engine and 
the toot of the weathered whistle,

EARING little resemblance to the 

conventional Pullman sleeper, yet 
providing most of its conveniences and 
comforts, a new type of sleeping car has 
recently made its appearance on Ameti- 
can railroads. 

The new sleeper, the first of its kind 
to be built in this country, has been 
designed for exclusive use of those in 
the military service and will be used in 
the handling of troops on long over- 
night trips. 

Twelve hundred of these troop sleep- 
ers, shorter and lighter than the regular 
Pullman sleeping car, but with accom- 
modations, nevertheless, for thirty men 
each, are expected to be placed in serv- 
ice by the end of this year. They will 
augment the present supply of sleeping 
cars, which have been carrying about 
two-thirds of all large troop movements. 
Embodying a special triple-deck berth 
arrangement, they will provide a sep- 
arate Pullman bed for every soldier, 
with a full complement of sheets and 
pillow cases which will be changed 
nightly. Other facilities likewise will 
be in keeping with established Pullman 
practices. 

The cross-wise arrangement of berths 
js similar to designs developed by Pull- 
man Company just before the war. 
Berths are grouped in sections on one 
side of the car with the aisle running 
along the side instead of down the cen- 
ter. While the upper berth is fixed and 
may be used at any time, the middle 
and Jower berths fold into exceptionally

Gun racks are provided for each 
group of berths, which in itself is ex- 
peced to prove of great convenience. 
The cars ate of steel construction with 
heavily reinforced ends and are designed 
for full i:te: shangeability with all other 
cars. They are equipped with high 
speed swing motion trucks for riding 
comfort. 

The cars have end doors similar to 
standard railway passenger equipment 
but no vestibules. ‘fhey are also 
equipped with wide doors on each side 
of the center of the car with trap doors 
and steps to facilitate loading and un- 
loading. 

The new troop sleepers, which are 
the first passenger cars to be constructed 
since the beginning of the war, are be- 
ing built by the Pullman-Standard Car 
Manufactucing Company. They will be 
operated by the Pullman Company under 
afrangements approved by the Army 
Transportation Corps and the nation’s 
railroads, acting through the Association 
of American Railroads.

FOOD FIGHTS 


6¢ FOOD is a war weapon-—even 
more important than bullets. Don’t 
waste a drop or a crumb of it.” 

As the largest buyer of food west of 
Chicago—except for the Federal Gov- 
ernment—the Southern Pacific railroad 
is setting an example in its dining cars 
on how to prevent waste, and how to 
use substitutes for scarce foods. Its 95,- 
000 employes are being asked to carry 
that same thoughtfulness into their own 
home kitchens. 

Despite the old belief that America 
is a land of plenty, federal statistics 
show that the United States never has 
had a surplus of food. Millions of 
Americans have in the past been under- 
nourished because they could not afford 
to buy enough food. There was plenty 
for the rest, who got the false impres- 
sion of abundance. 

Heavy exports of food also gave the 
wrong impression, because it was not 
generally realized that our imports of 
other kinds of foods from foreign lands 
have always been nearly as heavy as our 
exports. 

This year practically every tillable 
acre in America is growing crops. Food 
production has increased, compared with 
pre-war years. But war demands are 
taking 25 per cent of our farm output, 
and civilians have fess food than in pre- 
war times. The shortage is evident be- 
cause the millions of Americans who 
used to be undernourished have good 
war jobs today and are heavy buyers of

food. Ina number of our favorite foods 
the situation is especially serious, 

You can help prevent waste. It is 
said that in America 20 per cent of the 
food supply is habitually wasted, and 
much of this waste can be prevented. 

The job is up to you, the individual 
American citizen, who multiplied by 
130 million is a mighty force in the 
“food fight for freedom.” 

To do your part you can: (1) raise 
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a victory garden if possible; (2) avoid 
food waste; (3) substitute plentiful 
foods for those that are scarce, but he 
sure to eat the right foods for health; 
(4) play fair in buying foods through 
rationing; (5) help keep costs down by 
paying no more than ceiling prices, 
Remember that in other lands our 
allies are starving. Month after month 
they could use far more of our food 
than we are sending them, without 
wasting a pound. Ours is a clear-cut 
choice. Shorten the war by giving our 
allies all the food we can. Sustain them, 
keep their factories humming, their 
soldiers fighting, Or, run the grave cisk 
of dulling their spirit and will to fight.
